IFTY-EIGHT students received 

degrees at Juniata College’s 

largest Summer Commencement ex- 
ercises on Saturday, August 27. 

President Calvert N. Ellis con- 
ferred degrees on 48 men and 10 
women in Oller Hall as the college 
completed its twenty-fourth Summer 
Term. Forty-four received bachelor 
of science degrees and 14 obtained 
bachelor of arts degrees. 

The degree list was the largest 
for a Summer graduation in spite of 
a drop in total enrollment for the 
session. It exceeds last year’s high 
of 44.

Construction Begins 


— first major step in the col- 
lege’s post-war building program 
got under way in June with construc- 
tion of an addition to the dining hall 
estimated to cost “nearly $100,000” 
completely equipped. : 
Excavation on the site adjoining 
the present dining hall on the west 
side of Oneida Hall began on June 
29. Much of the exterior was com- 
pleted before college opened in mid- 
September, but the addition prob- 
ably will not be ready for use until 
after the first of the year. 


Juniata’s building program has 


called for enlarged dining hall faci- 
lities and the erection of a new gym- 
nasium .to fill the “most pressing 
needs.” Plans for a separate Student 
Union building, containing a dining 
hall and social center, had to. be 
shelved because of the excessive cost. 

The principal contract for the 
alteration and addition to the dining 
hall was awarded to L. C. Anderson 
and Sons, Huntingdon general con- 
tractors, who submitted a low bid 
of $62,074 for the construction with- 
out heating, lighting, plumbing or 
furnishings.

The new, red-brick addition 1s a 
two-story, T-shaped building on the 
east side of the present hall just 
north of the intersection of Oneida 
and Seventeenth Streets. 


On the main floor is a modern 
dining hall 95 feet by 33 feet, an 
enlarged serving room, a new dish- 
washing room and storage area for 
dishes. he hall will be equipped 
with a public address system and 
banks of fluorescent lighting. 

‘The basement plans call for a new 
kitchen 80 feet by 33 feet, a small 
dining room 20 feet by 16 feet, office 
space, and additional facilities for 
refrigeration and other kitchen re- 
quirements. Most of the present kit- 
chen is being altered for storage 
space. 

In modernizing the dining hall, 
the college expects to equip it with 
new dishwashing machines, new re- 
frigeration, additional electric ranges 


and other kitchen equipment. The 
additional space will permit the seat- 
ing of 464 students, eight to a table 
and will eliminate the need for two 
servings for the noon and evening 
meals. 


A delay in the arrival of steel dur- 
ing July slowed up construction in 
spite of the general contractor’s 
rapid progress in getting the build- 
ing underway. In addition, it was 
found necessary to nearly complete- 
ly rebuild the present laundry build- 
ing. New walls were constructed 
to carry the weight of the north side 
of the new construction. 


Oneida Hall, which houses the 
present dining hall, was constructed 
in 1895. Its upper floors have been 
used principally as a dormitory for 
women. The dining hall was reno- 
vated in 1936 but has been inade- 
quate to handle the large enrollment 
since 1946. 


Summer Enrollment 


Juniata’s enrollment for the first 
period of the Summer Term totaled 
282 with men outnumbering the 
women 19} to 91. There was a drop 
to 227 for the second period.

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Does an A.B. Mean “Abolish Babies?” 


ARE JUNIATA graduates a van- 
ishing race? 

It seems so, for according to the 
Population Reference Bureau ol 
Washington, D. C., Jun.:ata men and 
women are not having enough de- 
scendants to replace themselves. 


Last winter the Juniata College 
Alumni Office cooperated with the 
Bureau in the conduct of a survey 
to determine birth rates among the 
members of our two classes, 1924 and 
1939. The findings have been dis- 
heartening. 


In this atomic age it becomes in- 
creasingly apparent that intelligent, 
trained people are needed to steer 
our country toward peace and 
strengthen our democracy. Where 
could these leaders better be found 
than among the descendants of 
Juniata graduates? Intelligent he- 
redity and careful upbringing can- 
not be too highly valued. 


176 Participated. 


One hundred and seventy-six 
American Colleges participated this 
year in the Bureau’s fourth annual 
study of the birth rate among col- 
lege graduates. The 25th and 10th 
reunion classes were chosen, the 
former because their families were 
almost complete and the latter to 
learn the more recent trend. 


The 36 men of Juniata’s class of 
1924, celebrating their 25th reunion 
this year, leave only 31 sons to re- 
place them, and the 36 women only 
33 daughters. It is estimated that 
each graduate must have approxi- 
mately 2.1 children to replace him- 
self. Juniata men averaged 1.84 
children each, and the women 1.94. 
‘These returns show that the failure 
of replacement is 12% for the men 
and 8% for the women. Thus, it 
would appear that the good heredi- 
tary potentialities and the superior 
parental training of some eight 
eraduates of this class of men and 
women of Juniata have been lost to 
the nation.

The children born to Juniata’s class of 1924 average 1.84 per alumnus and 1.94 per 
alumna. The ratios have been used to predict the number of Juniata’s descendants in 
the two figures. Also shown are the descendants of men and women of 45 to 49 years 
who were not able to complete more than 4 years of education. The 1940 census found 
that their children number 4.26 each. The contrast gives an alarming picture for the 


future of our nation. 


married men averaging 1.84 children 
and the married women 2.59 chil- 
dren. here were 2.19 children per 
1924 father and 2.75 per mother, but 
these failed to compensate for the 
unmarried and childless members 
of the class. 


Low National Average 

The average throughout the na- 
tion for the class of 1924 is 1.77 
children per alumnus and 1.26 per 
alumna. ‘These indicate that the 
children of all the 80,000 graduates 
in the country of the class of 1924 
will number 19,500 less than their 
parents. If the same proportions 
apply to the larger classes of 1949, 
the loss from this year’s graduates 
alone will be 66,000. 

Thiel reports 1.90 children per 
man and 1.46 per woman, and Wash- 
ington and Jefferson is even lower 
with 1.76 per alumnus. The Dick- 
inson alumni could boast of only 
1.70 children apiece and their alum- 
nae of but 1.10. The men from 
Allegheny averaged only 1.50. off- 
spring and those from Lafayette 1.38, 
while Allegheny women averaged 
two children each. The college lead- 
ing in the birth rate is Brigham 


Young University with 3.45  chil- 
dren per alumnus and 2.45 children 
per alumna. The survey indicates 
that the largest families are to be 
found among graduates of coeduca- 
tional and western colleges. 


Fortunately, not all those with 
potential ability go to college and 
there will be some replacement from 
these. Also, the ten-year period of 
the 1939 class has a good start at 
self-perpetuation. The survey shows 
that the Juniata 1939 alumni and 
alumnae average 1.42.and 0.85 chil- 
dren, respectively. This indicates 
that in their remaining productive 
years they can more than reproduce 
themselves if they decide to do so. 
92% of the 1939 men are married 
with 1.54 children apiece and 65% 
of the 1939 women with 1.30 chil- 
dren. 


Male Average Higher 


The class of 1939 from Olivet 
Nazarene reported the most chil- 
dren, averaging 2.70. Allegheny 
men, 1939, reported 1.49 children 
and the women, 1.28; Thiel averag- 
ed 1.33 per alumnus and 1.2] per 
alumna. Lehigh men reported 1.30 
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children and Washington and Jfef- 
ferson 1.21. Gettysburg women av- 
eraged 1.29 each, and Marywood 
only 1.04. The birth rate picture for 
the class throughout the nation came 
to 1.37 per alumnus and 1.11 per 
alumna. Juniata men are above the 
average, but Juniata women of 1939 
fell far below. | 


With so few of the college groups 
replacing themselves, the outlook for 
America’s future generations is de- 
pressing. Our nation is faced with 
the problem of shrinking families 
among people of accomplishment. 
The most educated parts of the 
population are having fewer chil- 
dren, and the task of raising fami- 
lies is being left more to the less 
educated citizens. The future gen- 
eration is coming chiefly from those 
who have neither the heredity nor 
the environment that could be given 
to their children by college gradu- 
ates. If it continues, this impair- 


ment of the quality of our future . 


leaders may well lead to an intellec- 
tual decline among future genera- 
tions. 


The low birth rates consistently 
found among college graduates in 
this country seem to stem principal- 
ly from economic causes combined 
with the ambitions and careful plan- 
ning acquired during the college 
education. The graduate hesitates 
to produce a family until he can be 
sure of providing the proper sur- 
roundings and education. His stand- 
ards are high. For the good of the 
nation they are perhaps too high. 
Why can’t graduates afford families? 
If they can’t, who can? 


On the hopeful side, there is more 
and more evidence that the prob- 
lem of a low birth rate among edu- 
cated people is being recognized. It 
is to be hoped that the situation will 
be improved. With the number of 
college graduates increasing yearly, 
however, if the small family pat- 
tern is adopted by them, our coun- 
try’s good citizen material will be 
further reduced in the years to come. 
The prospect is not pleasant. Even 
more important than the conserva- 
tion of the country’s natural re- 
sources is the preservation of the 
quality of the American people.

In The College Library 


Centuries of Christianity 


This interesting story about the age- 
mellowed volumes in Juniata College’s 
library was written for The Daily News, 
Huntingdon, Pa., by Jerry Fitzpatrick, a 
former columnist for that paper. 

Locked in the small, clean, fire- 
proof vault of the library of Juniata 
College are hundreds of age-mel- 
lowed volumes that contain between 
their partly worn bindings the reli- 
gious hopes and traditions of cen- 
turies of Christian culture. 


Approximately 2,000 books are 
contained in the vault, and most of 
them are related in one way or an- 
other to religion, while a few of them 
deal with political history and early 
attempts at colonial literature. 


The books for the most part are 
those of the famous Cassel collection. 
All of the books are rare and ex- 
tremely yaluable, and have changed 
hands innumerable times. A large 
number of the books were originally 
in the possession of Christopher 
Sauer (also Sour or Saur) who lived 
in Germantown and several of them 
were printed by him in the early 
1700s. From Sauer the books passed 
into the hands of Abraham H. Cas- 
sel of Harleysville in Montgomery 
County, who dedicated much of his 
time to collecting Pennsylvania- 
German literature. At one time he 
owned one of the most important 
libraries in America. 


‘An ll-volume set of the “Berlen- 
burg Bible” is another valuable fea- 
ture of the library’s vault. It has 
great traditional significance with 
the Church of the Brethren, for early 
church members worked and com- 
pleted the Bible in America, where 
it was printed in the years 1726 
through 1735. It is possible that 
Sauer might have had the set in his 
collection. 


Early Huntingdon 

Some books relating to the history 
of early Huntingdon County are also 
contained in the collection. One of 
these, “The Huntingdon Library 
Museum and Monthly Miscellany,”

published in 1810 by John M’Cahan 
and written by William R. Smith 
and Moses Canan, contained original 
poetry and literature pertaining to 
this area. The publication died after 
the 12 issues comprising Volume | 
were printed, and all 12 are bound 
in one book and preserved by the 
college library staff. One article in 
the publication mentioned that 
Huntingdon County at that time had 
17,100 residents. —The county now 
has only about 40,000 residents. 


Other books in the library, apart 
from those on religion, contain auto- 
graphed copies of contemporary 
popular works, book plates and first 
editions. Some of these latter are 
autographed copies, and are many 
years old. 


Some of the Bibles are originals 
printed by Sauer himself, and are 
the first German-American Bibles to 
be printed in this country. Sauer hit 
upon the idea of printing the Bibles 
in this country as a method of ob- 
taining cheaper Bibles for colonists. 
At that time, imported Bibles were 
far too expensive for the average 
early American reader, so Sauer sent 
abroad for the type and printed his 
own Bibles. 


The library also has an almanac 
printed by Sauer in 1740, which is 
perhaps one of the earliest known 
almanacs in this country, and upon 
which all modern almanacs are 
based. 


The volumes later were passed on 
to Dr. Martin G. Brumbaugh, now 
deceased, former governor of the 
state and past president of Juniata 
College. Dr. Brumbaugh in turn left 
the books with the college. 


470 Years Old 


Perhaps the rarest and the most 
expensive of the books is a two- 
volume edition of the so-called 
“Swiss Bible,” printed between the 
years 1476 and 1478. The Bible was 
supposed to have been printed in 
Nurnberg, Germany, by a Johann 


“folio edition” 


Sensenschmidt. This edition—which 
is one-fourth as old as Christianity it- 
self—is one of the few that can be 
found in America. 


Outstanding characteristic of the 
book is not its age alone, but the 
particular time in history in which it 
was printed. The book belongs to 
the transition period between hand- 
written manuscript Bibles and the 
days of movable type. Up until this 
period, all books were artistically 
lettered by hand in Christian mona- 
steries and a Bible often took years 
to complete. 


The “Swiss Bible,” however, was 
printed shortly before movable type 
was wholly used in publications. Its 
body print is composed of movable 
type, but capital letters introducing 
initial words to a paragraph or chap- 
ter were hand-sketched in red ink. 


Horns On Moses | 

A number of wood-cut initials 
were also found in the Bible, and in 
the volume containing the Old 
Testament, one of these initials 
shows Moses with a pair of horns. 
Apparently he was given them in 
accordance with an old misinterpre- 
tation that horns mean a “beacon of 
light.” 

On some of the pages of this 
are two separate 
water-marks—one of a daisy and one 
other of a bunch of grapes—probably 
the “trade-marks” of paper manu- 
facturers. On the back fly leaf of 
each edition is a water-mark of the 
three Wise Men, one set with a four- 
pointed star and the other with a 
six-pointed one. 

Resting quietly on another shelf 
in the steel-concrete vault is an in- 
complete Luther Bible, printed in 
Strassburg, Germany between 1524 
and 1526. 


An old book plate inside the front 
cover claims that the book is the 
“Luther Autographed Bible Edi- 
tion,” and a penciled note in the 
corner asserts it is “considered very 
rare and valuable.” 


Badly Cut Pages 


Another old Bible, its deep brown 
pages cut irregularly to fit ugly half- 
inch thick wooden covers, presents a

historical mark in America and at 
the same time has a slight mystery 
about it. The book is said to have 
been the Pulpit Bible used at the 
first Dutch Mennonite Meeting in 
America, in Van Bebbler’s church. 


The heavy wooden book covers 
on the Bible are covered with leath- 
er, and decorated on the corners with 
metal attachments. It is believed 
that the Bible which was printed in 
Emden, Germany, in 1565, may have 
been partially damaged when it was 
shipped to America, for its present 
binding is not believed to be the 
original. No one can say definitely 
what did happen to the book, but 
if it were rebound in America, 
whether because the old binding was 
damaged or because it was too cum- 
bersome for colonists as it was, its 
pages may have been trimmed to 
fit the new binding, many of them 
being cut badly. 


King James Bible 


Considered the most beautiful 
Bible in the vault, maintains Miss 
Lillian Evans, college librarian, is 
an old King James 1 Bible—the re- 
sult of the demands of a religious 
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group and a king who wanted to ap- 
pease his subjects. 


According to the story behind the 
Bible, Puritans in early 17th Century 
England wanted the King James Ver- 
sion of the Bible translated into Eng- 
lish for their own use. To maintain 
religious and political decorum in 
his empire, King James I appointed 
a commission of 47 members to pre- 
pare a new English translation of the 
Bible. This so-called authorized edi- 
tion was completed by 1611, and 
five editions were issued within the 
next thre years. The Bible owned 
by the college library, however, was 
printed in 1634. 


The Bible has artistically formed 
brass hinges and tooled leather cov- 
ering wooden bindings. The colorful 
work is introduced by several pages 
portraying the genealogy chart of 
the Old Testament beginning with 
Adam and Eve. This particular Bible 
is well preserved. It has been repair- 
ed various times, but everything in 
it, including the covers, is the origi- 
nal product.

band of newcomers to come to the 
campus 25 days before the season’s 
opener with Westminster. 


Again hopeful, but not over opti- 
mistic, Smaltz claimed “we’ll press 
hard for as good a season as last 
year,” which turned out to be Juni- 
ata’s best in 26 years of football with 
four victories, one tie and two de- 
feats. 


The prospects were brightened 
considerably by the return of 
“Meteor Mike” Dzvonar, West Ali- 
quippa, Juniata’s brilliant tailback 
who gained state-wide recognition 
last year. Dzvonar is the key man in 
the Smaltz single wing attack and 
copped individual honors in four 
phases of the offensive game in 1948. 
He led the team in scor.ng with 38 
points. 

But the emphasis again was on 
building a strong forward wall. The 
Indians rated 14th in the nation 
among small colleges in rushing de- 
fense last year by allowing only 96.7 
yards per game. They ranked second 
in Pennsylvania in total defense and 
rushing defense, according to the 
National Colleg:ate Athletic Bureau 
statistics.

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Prominent Men Die 


Odin prominent Juniatians died 

recently within a month of each 
other. ‘Thomas Fisher Bailey, form- 
er judge of Huntingdon,’ Bedford 
and Mifflin Counties, died in the 
J. CG. Blair Memorial Hospital July 
11, 1949 at the age of 79. The Rev. 
George N. Falkenstein, distinguish- 
ed minister, writer and teacher for 
over 60 years, died August 18, 1949 
in Lancaster General Hospital at the 
age of 90. 


Judge Bailey was admitted to the 
bar in 1896 and followed a dis- 
tinguished judicial career. He was 
granted honorary degrees of LL.D. 
from Franklin and Marshall Col- 
lege and from Juniata in 1937. In 
1910 he established the Bailey Ora- 
torical Contest at Juniata in honor 
of his father, the Hon. John M. 
Bailey. After retiring from the bench 
he continued to practice law until 
the time of his death.
